Al Qaeda 
Hunters 
Seek Deal 

Pakistan tribal elders to start 
talks with besieged militants 

WAN A, PAKISTAN | Fighting between Pakistani 
troops and suspected al Qaeda militants 
ebbed Sunday as tribal elders said they 
would try to negotiate an end to the largest 
battle yet against suspected terrorists along 
the Afghan frontier. 

A 25 -member council is set to begin talks 
with the militants Monday under the pro- 
tection of a white flag, said Brig. Mahmood 
Shah, chief of security for the tribal area in 
South Waziristan province. 

Pakistani forces took advantage of 
Sunday’s pause in fighting to search nearby 
homes. The military believes a “high-value” 
target is holed up in the besieged area, but it is 
uncertain if it is al Qaeda commander Ayman 
al-Zawahri, as was widely reported. 

Some 5,000-6,000 Pakistani forces are 
fighting 400-500 foreign militants and tribes- 
men. The military has arrested more than 100 
suspects but has refused to give updates of 
casualties. The operation is the largest by 
Pakistan in its lawless tribal regions bordering 
Afghanistan since it threw its support behind 
the U.S.-led campaign against al Qaeda. 

The council is expected to demand that 
the fighters free 12 soldiers and two officials 
taken captive; that they hand over tribesmen 
involved in the fighting; and that they kick 
out any foreigners or tell the military where 
to find them, ahsanullah wazir (ap)

Kerry Proposals Would Cost

Study: Urban Kids’ 
Test Scores Rise 


Students in 61 districts 
show improvements 
in reading, math 

WASH I N GTO N I Students in the larg- 
est urban public school systems 
showed improvement in reading and 
math in the first year under the fed- 
eral education overhaul, according 
to a coalition of inner-city schools. 

The study by the Council of the 
Great City Schools reviewed state 
test scores from 6l urban school 
districts in 37 states. It compared 
2002 and 2003 test results. 

The council’s executive director, 
Michael Casserly, said the gains in 
fourth-grade reading were especial- 
ly impressive. 


“It’s one of the first signs that 
the major cities are making sub- 
stantial headway at the elementary 
school level in teaching students to 
read,” he said. 

The report being released 
Monday found that 47 percent of 
fourth-graders in the study scored 
at or above proficiency in reading 
— a gain of almost 5 percentage 
points from 2002. 

The scores covered the first year 
of the No Child Left Behind law, 
a centerpiece of President Bush’s 
education agenda. 

The law requires states to 
test students in grades three 
though eight in math and read- 
ing annually, beginning in 2005.

Church panel allows 
lesbian to continue 
leading congregation 

ELLENSBURG, WASH. | Congregants 
in the Methodist church where the 
Rev. Karen Dammann used to 
preach celebrated her acquittal 
Sunday, a day after she was cleared 
of violating church doctrine by liv- 
ing in a lesbian relationship. 

“I’m very pleased,” said Dodie 
Haight, a member of the congrega- 
tion who sat through Dammann’s 
trial about 95 miles away in the 


Seattle suburb of Bothell. “I don’t 
think the jury had an easy task, but 
I think they gave it long, thoughtful, 
prayerful consideration.” 

A 13 -pastor jury 
Saturday acquitted 
Dammann, 47, of 
violating a church 
ban on ordaining 
“self-avowed, prac- 
ticing homosexu- 
als.” If nine jurors 
had voted to convict, Dammann 
could have lost her ministry. 

However, the decision angered 
some in the United Methodist 


Church, the nation’s third-largest 
denomination with some 8.5 mil- 
lion U.S. members. 

“I believe the vast majority of 
United Methodists are in grief and 
shock today. I’m personally heart- 
broken,” said Patricia Miller, exec- 
utive director of the Confessing 
Movement, a conservative move- 
ment within the church. 

Dammann said she and her part- 
ner of nine years, Meredith Savage, 
planned to stay out of the public eye 
for a few days, but said she hopes 
to return to Ellensburg as pastor.

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Slavery’s Ivy League Legacy 


Brown University 
studies its links to the 
trade in Afriean slaves 

PROVIDENCE, R.l. I When a paid 
notice denouncing the idea of 
reparations for slavery appeared 
in Brown University’s student 
newspaper three years ago, angry 
students protested, dumped the 
papers in the trash and demand- 
ed an apology. 

The Brown Daily Herald defend- 
ed itself on grounds of free speech, 
and university president Ruth 
Simmons, herself a descendant of 
slaves, weighed in by stressing sup- 
port for free expression. 

But Simmons said the campus 
uproar sparked a desire to learn 
more. 

Simmons, the first black presi- 
dent of an Ivy League college, took 


the unprecedented step of direct- 
ing Brown to study its early links 
to slave owners and traders and 
recommend whether and how the 
college should take responsibility 
for that connection. 

“We’re trying to cope with our 
legacy,” she said. “Things don’t get 
better because we 
ignore them.” 

The Committee 
on Slavery and 
Justice, which she 
appointed, will 
spend two years 
exploring Brown’s 
historic ties to the slave trade 
and studying how other societies 
have confronted and atoned for 
their past. 

From 1709 to 1807, Rhode Island 
merchants invested in more than 
930 slaving trips to Africa, accord- 
ing to historian Jay Coughtry’s 


book “The Notorious Triangle.” 
They wrested more than 105,000 
Africans from their homeland. 

“Every institution in New 
England was shaped by this, there is 
simply no question about it,” history 
professor James Campbell said. 

Brown was started in 1764 as 
Rhode Island College. Its found- 
er, the Rev. James Manning, freed 
his only slave but accepted dona- 
tions from slave owners and trad- 
ers, including the Brown family of 
Providence. The school is named 
for ardent abolitionist Nicholas 
Brown Jr. 

Simmons, named Brown’s 
president in November 2000, and 
Campbell said the 16 -member 
committee would explore not just 
the school’s historic ties to slavery, 
but all the complex issues regarding 
race in America, including repara- 
tions.

Iraqi Is First 
Woman to 
Win Pritzker 

WEST HOLLYWOOD, CALIF. I Zaha 
Hadid, an Iraqi-born architect 
who struggled for years to get her 
audacious and unconventional 
designs built, won the prestigious 
2004 Pritzker Architecture Prize on 
Sunday, the first woman to receive 
the profession’s highest honor. 

Pritzker jurors singled out her 
designs for an Austrian ski jump, 
a German fire station and an Ohio 
art museum. 

Hadid “is probably one of the 
youngest laureates and has one of 
the clearest architectural trajecto- 
ries we’ve seen in many years. Each 
project unfolds with new excitement 
and innovation,” said California 
architect and juror Frank Gehry, 
a 1989 Pritzker winner. 

Hadid, 53, now a British citi- 
zen, exploded on the world archi- 
tecture scene two decades ago when 
she won a competition to design a 
clifftop resort above Hong Kong. 
The project was never built, but 
it thrust her into the public eye.

4 Killed in Rocket 
Strikes Across Iraq 


2 U.S. soldiers die as 
Baghdad, Fallujah hit 
by a series of attacks 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Rebels killed two 
U.S. soldiers in a rocket attack in 
western Iraq, the U.S. military said 
Sunday, and two Iraqi civilians died 
and one American soldier was injured 
in a rocket attack on U.S.-led coali- 
tion headquarters in Baghdad. 

One of three rockets fired in 
Baghdad landed inside the coali- 
tion headquarters but caused no 
significant damage, a U.S. official 
said. The injured soldier was hit by 
flying glass. 

Two rockets landed outside the 
compound in the upscale neigh- 


TAIPEI, TAIWAN | Taiwan’s High 
Court ordered all ballot boxes sealed 
Sunday as thousands of protesters 
demanded a recount of President 
Chen Shui-bian’s re-election, saying 
it was marred by voting irregulari- 
ties and an apparent assassination 
attempt against him. 

The court said it was sealing the 
boxes to preserve evidence, but did 
not order a recount as requested by 
challenger Lien Chan. The opposi- 
tion also said it will seek to nullify 
Chen’s narrow victory, arguing he

Biographer; al-Zawahri Says 
Al Qaeda Has Nuclear Arms 

Osama bin Laden’s terror network 
claims to have bought ready-made 
nuclear weapons on the black market 
in central Asia, the biographer of al 
Qaeda’s No. 2 leader was quoted as 
telling an Australian television sta- 
tion. Pakistani journalist Hamid Mir 
said Ayman al-Zawahri claimed that 
“smart briefcase bombs” were avail- 
able on the black market. US. intel- 
ligence agencies have long believed 
that al Qaeda attempted to acquire 
a nuclear device on the black mar- 
ket, but say there is no evidence it

Secular Leader Wins Election 
In Rout of Islamic Party 

Malaysians gave their secular prime 
minister, AbdullahAhmadBadawi, a 
huge election victory Sunday, smash- 
ing a fundamentalist Muslim party 
that wanted to impose an Islamic 
state in the Southeast Asian coun- 
try. Many voters — especially the 
Chinese and Indian minorities —

Seven of 13 Saudi reformists arrest- 
ed in a crackdown on dissent that 
brought condemnation from Wash- 
ington have been released, activists 
said Sunday.

More Than 500 Dead as 
Troops, Maoist Rebels Clash 

The Nepalese government said 
Sunday that its forces killed as 
many as 500 rebels, and at least 18 
police and soldiers died in some of 
the fiercest fighting since a cease- 
fire collapsed last year. The rebels 
have been fighting since February 
1996 to replace Nepal’s monar- 
chy with a communist state. The 
insurgency has claimed more than 
9,000 lives, (ap)

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Afghan Minister Shot Down 


100 feared dead in faetional fighting in Herat 


KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I Soldiers 
loyal to a local commander shot 
and killed Afghanistan’s aviation 
minister Sunday in the western city 
of Herat, setting off factional fight- 
ing with guns and tanks in which as 
many as TOO people died, the com- 
mander told the AP. 

In Kabul, Defense Minister 
Mohammed Fahim demanded an 
immediate cease-fire, and ordered 
newly U.S.-trained Afghan National 
Army soldiers deployed from the 


capital to try to calm the city. 

Mirwais Sadiq was the third top 
Karzai official and second aviation 
minister to die violently in office. 
Presidential spokesman Khaleeq 
Ahmed said only that Sadiq — son 
of Herat’s powerful governor, Ismail 
Khan — had been shot in his car in 
unclear circumstances. 

However, a top Herat military 
commander, Zaher Naib Zada, 
told AP by telephone that his forc- 
es killed Sadiq in a confrontation 


after the minister went to Zada’s 
home to fire him. Afterward, Zada’s 
forces and soldiers loyal to Sadiq 
opened battle with machine guns, 
tanks and rockets. 

Officials in Khan’s provincial 
government could not be reached 
for comment. 

U.S. forces at a base in Herat 
manned defensive positions, mil- 
itary spokesman Lt. Col. Bryan 
Hilferty said in Kabul. He called 
the fighting an “internal” matter 
and said he knew of no U.S. plans 
to intervene.

Drowning of Albanian 
boys triggers worst 
violence since war s end 

CABRA, SERBIA-MONTENEGRO I 
Thousands of mourners gathered 
at a hilltop cemetery Sunday for the 
funerals oftwo ethnic Albanian boys 
whose drowning sparked Kosovo’s 
deadliest violence in five years. 

NATO helicopters patrolled over- 
head and Italian police encircled 
this northern village to ensure calm 
in a critical test of alliance efforts 
to bring stability to the province. 
Fearing more violence, troops set 
up checkpoints every 10 miles along 
the main road leading here. 

Still, as many as 7,000 mourn- 
ers came anyway, walking to Cabra 
along dusty roads. As many as 
25,000 people had been expected 
to attend the funerals for Egzon 
Deliu, 12, and Avni Veseli, 11, but 
the unprecedented security and an 
appeal from the family for a quiet 
ceremony kept people away. 

The Tuesday deaths of the boys 
triggered days of rioting, looting 
and arson by ethnic Albanian mobs 
against Serbs. The unrest left 28 
dead, 600 injured and 4,000 peo- 
ple homeless. 

With the restoration of law 
and order, authorities on Sunday 
investigated claims by a 13 -year- 
old survivor that a group of Serbs 


with a dog chased the children into 
the Ibar River, but shed no light on 
the results so far. 

The violence illustrated the 
depth of hatred between Kosovo’s 
mostly Muslim ethnic Albanians, 
who want independence, and 
Orthodox Christian Serbs, a 
minority in Kosovo, who want the 


U.N.-run province to remain part 
of Serbia-Montenegro. 

Kosovo has been an internation- 
al protectorate since the end of its 
war in 1999. Its final status is to 
be decided by the United Nations. 
Officially, it remains part of Serbia- 
Montenegro, the successor state of 
Yugoslavia, garentina kraja (ap)

E-Mail Triggers Case 
Of Mistaken Authorship 


UVa. Professor hit with 
responses to ‘Dr. Laura’ 
letter he didn’t write 

RICHMOND, VA. | It’s a parody James 
M. Kauffman said he wished he 
had written. But he didn’t, and 
the University of Virginia educa- 
tion professor emeritus has been 
repeating that point for roughly 
the past three weeks. 

Kauffman’s name and title have 
been circulating under a long-lived 
e-mail criticizing conservative talk 
show host Laura Schlessinger. The 
result has been daily calls and 
e-mails from people in nations as far- 
flung as Norway and Australia. 

His office voice mail box is rou- 
tinely full and his e-mail now takes an 
hour or more to sort. Most messages 
have been positive, he said, though 
some take issue with the letter. 

The letter satirizes Schlessinger’s 
scriptural citations in moral con- 
texts. Ten barbed paragraphs por- 
tray her approach as too literal and 
work to defeat biblical arguments 
against homosexuality.

“When I burn a bull on the altar 
as a sacrifice, I know it creates a 
pleasing odor for the Lord — Lev. 
1:9,” reads the letter’s opening shot. 
“The problem is my neighbors. They 
claim the odor is not pleasing to 
them. Should I smite them?” 

Kaufiman said he’s not sure how a 
version of the Dr. Laura letter ended 
up circulating with his name and 
title appearing like a signature. He 
said a paragraph his e-mail pro- 
gram automatically attaches to his 
messages may have been misunder- 
stood after he forwarded the letter 
to friends, erik stetson (ap)

UAB Stuns No. I Kentucky 


MEN’S COLLEGE BASKETBALL | The 
NCAA tournament’s top seed 
got sent back to its ol’ Kentucky 
home. 

Mo Finley made a 17-foot jumper 
with 12.2 seconds left and ninth- 
seeded Alabama-Birmingham 
hung on to stun the heavily 
favored Wildcats 7b -75 Sunday in 
the second round of the St. Louis 
Regional. 

Kentucky’s Gerald Fitch missed 
a 3 -pointer with 2.2 seconds left and 
Kelenna Azubuike’s tip rolled off the 
rim just before the final horn. 

The Blazers (22-9) advanced to 
the round of 16 for the first time 
since 1982 with their second big 
upset of Kentucky in the NCAA 
tournament. 

UAB’s win came almost exactly 
23 years to the day that the Blazers 
beat Kentucky in the second round 
of the 1981 tournament — a victory 
the school had claimed as the turn- 
ing point in its basketball program, 
which is celebrating its 25th anni- 
versary this season.

The Good Old Todays 

Music channel VHI found renewed success when it took music out of its format ^ 



MAKEOVERS I The renewed VHl has 
imagined itself as the antidote for 
the itchy remote -control finger. 

If you’ve seen VHl in the past year, 
chances are it happened something 
like this: While mindlessly channel 
surfing, you stop on a picture of a 
forgotten 1980s band. Does that 
singer from A Flock of Seagulls still 
have a haircut that looks like a sci- 
ence experiment gone wrong? The 
hair, the clothes, the music — what 
were we thinking during those heady 
days of the Reagan administration? 
Before you know it, you’ve dropped 
the remote. 

Somewhere, Brian Graden and 
Christina Norman are smiling. The 
architects of VHl’s ongoing recon- 
struction know that the first step 
for success is to get you watching 
again. 

Graden, a programming whiz 
at MTV, was given the assignment 
of resurrecting VHl two years ago. 
After a good run in the late 1990s, 
the network long considered MTV’s 
big brother had grown stale. 

It wasn’t until the end of 2002, 
when “I Love the ’80s” began draw- 
ing solid ratings, that they hit upon 
a direction. 

Many people consider VHl pri- 
marily a music channel, but exec- 
utives were surprised by research 



that found music was the third thing 
mentioned by viewers when they 
thought of the network. Nostalgia 
and storytelling came first. 

That sort of revelation led to 
“Bands Reunited,” in which host 
Aamer Haleem looks for members 
of defunct acts like Kajagoogoo, the 
Alarm and Squeeze and persuade 
them to perform together again, 
with mixed results. 

On “Best Week Ever,” VHl has 
created instant nostalgia, treating 
the events of the past week as they’d 
appear on “I Love the ‘80s.” It’s a clev- 
er way of keeping current, too. 

Nostalgia- oriented programs 
like “I Love the ‘80s” and count- 
down shows are specifically designed 
to hook channel surfers. They essen- 
tially don’t have a beginning, middle 
and end. Viewers can tune in or out 
at any point and not feel lost or sense 
that they’re missing something. 

VHTs executives have high hopes 
for “The Partridge Family” this fall. 
The network will have a competi- 
tion to cast people in a remake of 
the 1970s sitcom, then film new 
episodes with the people viewers 
have selected.

MUSIC I David Byrne has always 
tried to push the boundaries of 
pop music by incorporating world 
and other influences into his songs. 
He takes things a step further on 
“Grown Backwards,” his latest 
album, with a pair of arias. 

As in, tunes from operas. 

It’s a daring gambit; Byrne 
acknowledges as much in the press 
notes, “Who gave me permission 
to try that?” 

He choose two arias; one 
would have seemed like too much 
of an aberration, he writes. He first 
recorded “Un Di Felice, Eterea” from 
“La Traviata,” and though the result 


might make purists shudder, Byrne’s 
is a proletarian interpretation that 
gives more weight to the passion 
of the piece than to operatic con- 
vention. 

“Grown Backwards” is more 
orchestral than Byrne’s previous 
work — the Tosca Strings play a 
prominent part — and the result is 
a Romantic, almost baroque record 
that sounds as though it should 
feature Rufus Wainwright.

Elsewhere, Byrne turns to 
funk with wah- saturated guitar 
and sneaky horn lines on “Dialog 
Box,” the most rocked-up song on 
the album. There’s a jazzy tango 
groove on “She Only Sleeps.”

Stone,” is a stately marvel of intri- 
cate percussion that carries the mel- 
ody as Byrne repeats the refrain, “It 
is just a house, not a home.” 

Along with his own songs, Byrne 
includes a cover of Lambchop’s “The 
Man Who Loved Beer,” replete with 
swelling violins. It would seem eclec- 
tic on a less adventurous album, but 
Byrne mixes styles and genres with 
such skill on “Grown Backwards” 
that it’s merely another example 
of his fascination with music in

Va. Honors Bluegrass Icon 


AWARDS I Bluegrass legend Ralph 
Stanley was named Virginian of the 
Year Friday by the Virginia Press 
Association. 

Stanley, 77, who lives in 
Dickenson County, has entertained 
generations of fans with his sorrow- 
ful, unadorned tenor and what he 
calls “old time mountain music.” 

“I am very proud of being a 
Virginian and representing my 


home state around the world,” 
Stanley said. “I reckon I’ll just 
keep on making music, singing 
and playing until the good Lord 
tells me to stop.” 

The award was presented in 
Roanoke at the annual Associated 
Press Dinner/Virginian of the Year 
Banquet. 

During his 58-year career, 
Stanley recorded more than 100 


albums and traveled to both Japan 
and Europe. He still tours with the 
Clinch Mountain Boys, a band that 
once featured his brother. Carter, 
and now includes his son, Ralph 
Stanley II. 

Stanley’s popularity reached its 
peak in the twilight of his life. He

Where do you get your fill of Texas 
food when you come to D.C.? Is 
Austin Grill the only place or do you 
have other favorites? 

Austin Grill for Mexican food, 
anyway.
